DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 02/22/06 has been entered. 

Specification Objection 

2. The summary of the invention is objected to under 37 CFR 1.73 because the claimed 
features of "detecting a user's choice by receiving information generated in response to 
signals from the user input device to indicate a filtering methology selected by the user for 
each dimension chosen by the user, wherein the filtering methodology is selected by the user 
from a plurality of filtering methodologies" "sending to the user computer only sections of the 
web page selected by the user that meet the respective values for the chosen dimensions and the 
corresponding filtering methodologies"; " accepting signals provided by a document creator via 
the user input device to create a document, the document having a plurality of sections: and 
accepting signals provided by the document creator via the user input device to assign a value for 
at least one dimension to each section of the document wherein a first section of the document 
and a second section of the document are associated with different values for the same 
dimension, and wherein the user is given access to the plurality of sections of the document 
based on the values assigned to the corresponding dimensions by the document creator" is not 
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disclosed in the summary of the invention. The abstract is objected to under 37 CFR 1.72 (b), 
because it does not describe the invention of the allowed claims. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings

must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered.
